With Atlantis’ return, 
NASA closes 30-year 
spaceflight chapter 

Cape Canaveral, Fla. 

The space shuttle passed into his- 
tory Thursday, the words “wheels 
stop” crackling over the cockpit 
radio for the very last time. 

In an almost anticlimactic end 
to the 30-year-old program, Atlan- 
tis and its four astronauts glided to 
a ghostly landing in near-darkness 
after one last visit to the Interna- 
tional Space Station, completing the 
135th and final shuttle flight. 


Spaceflight’s Future 

The longer-term future for 
American space exploration is 

hazy, a huge concern for many at 
NASA. President Obama has set a 
goal of sending astronauts to an as- 
teroid by 2025 and Mars in the mid- 
2030s. Meanwhile, NASA is getting 
out of the business of sending cargo 
and astronauts to the space station, 
outsourcing the job to private com- 
panies. The first privately operated 
unmanned supply run is expected 
later this year. It could be several 
years before private companies fly 
astronauts to the space station, (ap) 


It was a moment of both tri- 
umph and melancholy. 

“I saw grown men and grown 
women crying today — tears of joy 
to be sure,” said launch director 
Mike Leinbach. “Human emotions 
came out on the runway today, and 
you couldn’t suppress them.” 

Now the spaceship and the 
two other surviving shuttles will 
become museum pieces, like the 
Mercury, Gemini and Apollo cap- 
sules, and the Wright brothers’ fly- 
ing machine before them. NASA 
astronauts, a dwindling breed, will 
have to hitch rides to the space sta- 
tion aboard Russian Soyuz capsules 
for at least three to five years. And 


thousands more shuttle workers 
will lose their jobs, beginning with 
a round of layoffs on Friday. 

The spaceship’s return was wit- 
nessed at the Kennedy Space Center 
and Houston’s Johnson Space Center 
by a relatively small crowd, NASA 
family and friends, compared with 
the 1 million who watched Atlantis 
lift off on July 8. 

In Houston, flight director Tony 
Ceccacci, who presided over Atlan- 
tis’ safe return, choked up while 
signing off from Mission Control for 
the final time: “We copy your wheels 
stop. Job well done, America.” 

Altogether, NASA’s shuttle 
fleet flew 542 million miles, cir- 
cled Earth 21,152 times, carried 
355 people from 16 countries and 
spent a combined 1,333 days in

Boehner: House GOP 
closer to compromise 
to avoid shutdown 

Washington 

House Speaker John Boehner pre- 
dicted Thursday that a majority 
of House Republicans will end up 
supporting some kind of compro- 
mise to avoid a government default. 
Democrats insisted that higher tax 
revenue be part of a deal. 

White House budget chief Jacob 
Lew told reporters at the Capi- 
tol that “I’m unaware of a deal” 
between President Obama and 
congressional Republicans, and 
he repeated that “we’ve made clear 
revenues have to be included.” 

All sides pushed against media 
reports that Obama and Boeh- 
ner, R-Ohio, were near an agree- 
ment on a grand bargain trading 
$3 trillion or so in spending cuts 
and a promise of $1 trillion in tax 
revenues through a later overhaul 
of the tax code as part of a deal to 
extend the government’s borrow- 
ing authority. 

“We’re not close to a deal,”

Momentum on a separate bipar- 
tisan budget plan by the Senate’s 
“Gang of Six" seemed to ebb as critics 
warned the measure contains larger 
tax increases than advertised, and 
it became plain that the measure 
comes too late and is too controver- 
sial to advance quickly. President 
Obama met with the top four con- 
gressional Democratic leaders later 
Thursday at the White House to dis- 
cuss the status of debt talks, (ap) 


White House spokesman Jay Car- 
ney said. 

What seems clear is that the 
White House and Boehner contin- 
ue to negotiate in hopes of a large 
deficit-cutting package as an Aug. 2 
deadline looms. When asked wheth- 
er GOP lawmakers supporting the 
House’s “cut, cap and balance” debt 
limit measure would be unwilling 
to ultimately compromise, Boeh- 
ner said, “I’m sure we’ve got some 
members who believe that, but I do 
not believe that would be anjrwhere 
close to the majority.” (ap)

Claim Amplifies U.K. Media Crisis 


Reports: Police took 
cash to trace phones 
in tabloid scandal 

London 

Scotland Yard, still reeling from 
the alleged police role in Britain’s 
phone hacking scandal, was asked 
Thursday to investigate another 
explosive claim: that journalists 
bribed officers to locate people by 
tracking their cell phone signals. 

The practice is known as “ping- 
ing” because of the way cell phone 
signals bounce off relay towers as 
they try to find reception. 

Jenny Jones, a member of the 
board that oversees the Metropol- 


itan Police Authority, cited claims 
that reporters at the now-defunct 
News of the World tabloid paid off 
police officers to trace phones. 

The allegation was made by 
Sean Hoare, an ex-News of the 
World reporter who spoke about 
skullduggery at the tabloid. Hoare 
was found dead Monday at his 
home near London; police say the 
death is not suspicious. 

Pinging joins a host of alleged 
media misdeeds under the micro- 
scope as police, politicians and the 
public weigh allegations that jour- 
nalists at Rupert Murdoch’s News 
of the World engaged in years of 
lawless behavior to get scoops. 

What began in 2005 as a slow- 
burning scandal over one report-

er’s efforts to spy on voice mails on

Rebekah Brooks, chief execu- 
tive of News International, which 
runs Murdoch’s British newspaper 
division, and Les Hinton, the Wall 
Street Journal publisher who for- 
merly headed News International, 
have also resigned. Murdoch shut 
down the News of the World and 
abandoned a bid to control British 
Sky Broadcasting. 

British politicians have felt the 
heat too, with the country’s lead- 
ers seeking to distance themselves 
from papers they once courted. 
Still, things cooled a bit Thursday, 
as Parliament began its summer 
recess, though the investigation 
appeared to be intensifying, (ap) 



Private Sector 
To Aid Greece’s 
2nd Bailout 

Brussels 

Eurozone leaders agreed Thurs- 
day to grant Greece a massive new 
bailout — but likely make it the 
first euro country to default — and 
make radical changes to the cur- 
rency union’s bailout fund, allow- 
ing it to act pre-emptively when 
crises build up. 

The eurozone countries and the 
International Monetary Fund will 
give Greece a second bailout worth 
$155 billion, on top of the $158 bil- 
lion granted a year ago. 

Banks and private investors 
will contribute $71 billion to the 
deal. “For the first time since the 
beginning of this crisis, we can say 
that the politics and the markets 
are coming together,” said Euro- 
pean Commission President Jose 
Manuel Barroso. (ap)

Fake shops crop up 
despite Beijing’s work 
to halt piracy culture

It looks almost exactly like a sleek 
Apple store. Sales assistants in blue 
T-shirts with the company’s logo 
chat with customers. Signs for the 
iPad 2 hang on the walls. Outside, 
the famous logo sits next to the 
words “Apple Store” — one of the 
few clues that the place is a fake. 

China — known for counterfeit 
consumer gadgets, software and 
clothing — has reached a new pira- 
cy milestone: fake Apple stores. 


The technology giant has four 
stores in China, two in Beijing and 
two in Shanghai, and various offi- 
cial resellers. An Apple spokeswom- 


an said the company had no com- 
ment on fake stores in China. 

The proliferation of the fake 
stores underlines the slow progress 


that Beijing is making in counter- 
ing a culture of rampant piracy and 
widespread production of bogus 
goods that is a major irritant in 
relations with trading partners. 

China’s official Xinhua News 
Agency reported this month that 
police arrested more than 9,000 
suspects in a nine-month anti-pira- 
cy campaign as it shut down more 
than 12,000 factories that produced 
counterfeit goods. 

Apple said this week that China 
was “very key” to its record earn- 
ings and revenue in the quarter that 
ended in June. The company plans 
to open two more stores in China, 
one in Shanghai and another in 
Hong Kong, by year’s end. (ap)

Before 
I knew it, the comb plate grabbed 
the shoe, and I was standing there 
half-barefoot while watching the 
flip-flop flap. With a quick tug, I 


managed to yank the piece of rub- 
ber out just as the machine ground 
to a halt. 

My sturdy shoe weathered the 
incident just fine (thanks. Old 
Navy!), and my train was coming. 

So, I’m ashamed to 
admit, I snuck away 
from the scene and 
never told anyone 
what happened — 
until now. 

I realize I should 
have alerted the sta- 
tion manager. I also 
realize I was lucky it 
was a sleepy Saturday and no one 
was behind me, not only because 
they’d have witnessed my utter stu- 
pidity, but also because they could 
have been injured by the sudden 
stop. Metro escalators have enough

technical difficulties of their own, 
and my compounding the problem 
with a foreign object was in par- 
ticularly poor form.

Cincinnati 

Hot weather that has plagued the 
Plains for days spread eastward 
Thursday, blanketing several 
more states under a sizzling sun 
that made people sick, shut down 
summer schools and spurred cit- 
ies to offer cooling centers and free 
swimming. 

Forecasters issued excessive 
heat warnings for a huge section of 
the country, from Kansas to Massa- 
chusetts, and some southern states 
were under heat advisories. 

An excessive heat warning was 
issued for both Thursday and Fri- 
day between noon and 8 p.m. in 
Washington, where temperatures 
hovered in the mid-90s on Thurs- 
day with the heat index hitting 109 
degrees by mid-afternoon. 

“It feels very sultry, very uncom- 
fortable, and it’s just very danger- 
ous,” said Jim Lott of National 
Weather Service office. 

In Manassas, more than 8,000 
re-enactors and 10,000 spectators 
are expected over the weekend to 


mark the 150th anniversary of the 
First Battle of Bull Run, the Civil 
War’s first major battle, fought on 
a notoriously hot day in 1861. 

Many re-enactors wear peri- 
od garb made of wool, and as 
the National Park Service hosted 
a morning ceremony Thursday, 
ambulances waited near the vis- 
itors center just in case. 

The weather promised to be a 
major concern this weekend, as the 
National Weather Service forecast 
temperatures of 100 for Friday and 
99 for Saturday. 

Baltimore, Annapolis and sev- 
eral other Maryland cities opened 
cooling centers, and Allentown, Pa., 
waived fees at all public pools. 



Historic Heat 

On July 21, 1861, Union and Confed- 
erate troops fought the First Battle 
of Bull Run, their first major battle. 
The Confederate victory was said 
to have been achieved in a "hot and 
sultry" period. But despite battle- 
field reports of oppressive heat and 
humidity, the records of the Rev. C. 
B. Mackee, a noted weather observ- 
er, reveal otherwise. It seems the 
weather before, during and after 
Bull Run was no match for our cur- 
rent heat wave: Though Hackee’s 
2 p.m. reading was 90 degrees on 
July 20, the next day — the day of 
the battle— his 2 p.m. reading was 
only 80. The temperature didn’t hit 
90 again until July 30. (twp) 


Scattered deaths have been 
blamed on the heat nationwide. 
The Ohio Health Department — 
fearing a Thursday high of 101, 
2 degrees above a record set in 
1930 — said emergency room vis- 
its have been three or four times 
higher than usual this week, main- 
ly due to heat exhaustion and heat 
stroke cases. 

The temperature approached 
triple digits in Philadelphia and 
much of central and western New 
York. Philadelphia school officials 
sent students home early Thurs- 


day and canceled summer school 
for Friday. 

At the Warren County Fair in 
Lebanon, Ohio, rides were closed 
early Thursday afternoon. Fair offi- 
cials pushed their opening time 
back to 4 p.m. because of the heat. 
Attendance is off this year, too, fair 
officials said. 

“It’s miserable,” said Peggy 
Vanderpool, 52, working at the fair. 
“This is the worst year in the 10 
years I’ve been coming here. Even 
the young kids are not handling it 

well.” (AP/THE WASHINGTON POST)

The Nationals 

A slump in baseball is a befud- 
dling thing. 

Whether at the plate or on the 
mound, it gets in your head and 
pinballs around until it shoots 
out every single nerve ending. The 
weight of it compounds with each 
strikeout or blown save. 

If you’re lucky, the slump dies 
on its own, a quick and merciful 
death, and you can get back to 
doing the things that made you a 
major-league baseball player. 



If it doesn’t, things get awk- 
ward. Teammates won’t say it, but 
they feel sorry for you. And your 
manager? He has to stare down a 
cluster of reporters’ microphones 
twice a day, every day. Inevita- 
bly, the questions come about the 
slumping player. What does he 
think about it? And, seriously, what 
does he plan to do about it? 

The Nationals have three players 
enduring such prolonged slumps 
that manager Davey Johnson must 
answer for it. 

During his previous managing 
stops, Johnson did not hesitate to 
use the media to deliver foreboding 
messages to players, hinting that 


he needed more from them or even 
that their jobs were not as secure 
as they might like to think. 

With Washington’s trio of 
underachievers — Jayson Werth, 
Ian Desmond and Sean Burnett 
— he’s taken a different approach. 
He’s offered praise in the face of 
failure, attempting to allay any 
festering insecurities and boost 
the players with public displays 
of support. 


His optimistic approach hasn’t 
yet borne fruit. All three remain 
mired in slumps, but in recent games 
Werth and Desmond have shown 
flickers of their past selves. 

Werth, hitting .218 after sign- 
ing a $126 million contract in the 
offseason, on Wednesday belted 
two doubles and a home run, his 
first in more than a month. Des- 
mond, hitting .226, responded with 
a double and an RBI single when 


moved to second in the lineup on 
Tuesday. He’s got hits in nine of 
his past 10 games. 

Desmond and Burnett are 
rumored to be potential trade can- 
didates with the July 31 deadline 
approaching. Despite their strug- 
gles, both retain value in the eyes 
of contending teams, and Nats gen- 
eral manager Mike Rizzo this week 
insisted that no player is “untouch- 
able.”

School establishes 
eommission to look 
at financial troubles

The University of Maryland athletic 
department has been able to balance 
its finances at the end of each fiscal 
year using a unique arrangement, 
utilizing fundraising revenue kept 
in independent foundation accounts 
to pay for expenses. 

But the revenue in the accounts 
— which surged after a number of 
successful seasons from the reve- 
nue-producing football and bas- 


ketball teams in the early 2000s 
— could not keep pace with the 
department’s expenses. When 
the department withdrew roughly 
$1 million at the end of the fiscal 
year that ended June 30 to help 
balance its most recent budget, the 
reserve funds were exhausted. 

On Tuesday, university Presi- 
dent Wallace D. Loh announced 
the formation of a commission to 
examine the athletic department’s 
financial troubles. The 17-member 
group was charged with making 
recommendations that could create 
long-term financial stability. 

The challenge for the athletic 
department in solving its finan- 


Cuts Coming? 

A University of Maryland com- 
mission appointed by school Presi- 
dent Wallace D. Loh this week could 
conclude that 27 varsity sports are 
too many to maintain under Mary- 
land’s current financial conditions. 
Although Maryland Athletic Direc-

cial puzzle is multifaceted. One of 
the most significant obstacles has 
been the recent struggles of Mary- 
land’s two most profitable sports: 
football and men’s basketball. 

Revenues for both of those 
teams has either stagnated or 
declined over the past six years, 
according to financial documents 
the athletic department filed to the 
NCAA. Season ticket sales have 
declined in both sports, depart- 
ment officials have said. 

At the same time, the athletic 
department over the past decade 
made several improvements to 
facilities used by revenue and non- 
revenue generating sports. Two of 


those projects — a new basketball 
arena and major renovations to the 
football stadium — largely contrib- 
ute to the department’s debt, which 
currently exceeds $83 million. 

The department’s annual debt 
service payments are expected to 
increase significantly in the next 
seven years. Additionally, according 
to records, the athletic department 
lost more than $64 million from 
2005 to 2010 on the 24 sports other 
than football and men’s and wom- 
en’s basketball. The athletic depart- 
ment lost more than $13 million in 
the fiscal year 2009-10 — the most 
recent report available — on those 24

He hinted on New Zealand 
television that he’s not been paid 
during this period, either, saying 
it’s been hard on his family. 

So when Adam Scott called 
asking for Williams’ help, Wil- 
liams asked Woods for permission. 
Woods said go ahead ... and then

fired him a few weeks later. 

Williams played a far more 
important role in Woods’ life 
than caddie — he was also 
Woods’sfriend.

H DINIC’S ROAST PORK SANDWICH| with sharp provoLone and broccoli rabe is 
the eatery’s star. Nicolosi says its success lies in its sinnple preparation: “We 
brown our nneat, we carannelize our onions, we put a little wine in at the right 
tinne. It's all in proper technique; there are no tricks, no secrets." 




Lancaster, Pa. 

DRIVE TIME: 2 HOURS. 30 MINUTES FROM DOWNTOWN D.C. 

Dating back to 1730, Lancaster’s Central Market is the oldest continually 
operating public marketplace in the United States. Today, it resides in a 
striking 1889 Romanesque Revival building. Market manager Michael 
Ervin estimates that 90 to 95 percent of shoppers who frequent the 57 farm 
stands, food shops and trinket vendors are residents. “It’s the essence of 
Lancaster County: Local people growing fresh, local foods and selling to 
people that they’ve known for years,” Ervin says. “We’re 
not just a market; we’re a community.” 


Still hungry? 

Gain extra insight 
into Reading 
Terminal Market 
via a guided tour 
of the building 
or a cooking class 
that incorporates 
ingredients from 
nearby vendors 
(Readingterminal 
market.org). 


One secret that’s useful to know, however, is how to order a

“Ask for ‘Whiz wit,’ 
which nneans Cheez Wiz with onion," says 
Joe Garrity, the nnanager of specialty foods 
shop SPICE TERMINAL (215-592-8555).

century. THOMAS PRODUCE (717-626-5813) 
boasts an eight-decade-long history. 


The FAIR FOOD FARMSTAND (215-386-5211 ext. 120) caters 
to health-nninded eaters, with dairy and produce fronn sustainable 
farnns located within a 140-nnile radius. Itenns such as nnulticolored, heirloonn 
eggs and raw cow cheese are labeled with infornnation about their origins. 


A nunnber of Annish and Mennonite vendors sell 
pretzels, chicken corn noodle soup and other 
traditional foods. Regional specialties abound: 
This is the place to buy nnolasses-flavored 
shoo-fly pie, whoopie pies and Moravian sugar 
cakes (Christnnastinne desserts topped with 
butter, cinnannon and sugar), Ervin says. Find 
locally nnade preserves such as chow chow 
(pickled vegetable relish) at STOLTZFUS 
HOMESTYLE BAKERY (717-339-9370).

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Travelers develop a taste 
for food-focused destinations 


Philadelphia’s most-visited land- 
mark isn’t the Liberty Bell, Inde- 
pendence Hall or the Museum of 
Art. It’s a food market. 

More specifically, it’s Reading 
Terminal Market, a 119 -year-old 
structure housing more than 80 
grocers, restaurants and shops. A 
testament to the city’s appetite for 
both the gourmet and the worka- 


day, the epicurean bazaar tallied 
6.2 million visitors in 2010, accord- 
ing to Marketing and Event Man- 
ager Sarah Levitsky. 

The concept of culinary get- 
aways — vacations planned around 
restaurant reservations, cooking 
classes and market visits — may 
be as old as leisure time itself, but 
anecdotal evidence suggests it’s 
suddenly growing in popularity. 

Tommy Nicolosi, the owner of 




DiNic’s restaurant in the market, 
says he’s noticed a spike in out-of- 
town customers. “All of a sudden, 
aside from my regulars, I started 
getting people coming here as a 
destination,” says Nicolosi, who 
has served his famous roast pork 
sandwiches in the market for 31 
years. “It’s, like, ‘Oh, we’re in from 
New Mexico,’ or, ‘We’re at the con- 
vention center and we had to come 
across the street to see you.’ That’s 
a fairly new phenomenon.” 

David Loy, the president and 
CEO of Epitourean LLC, which 
sells food-centric travel packag- 
es through Epitourean.com and 


Cookingvacations.com, says he’s 
also observed booming interest 
in this type of tourism. In 2010, 
Epitourean’s sales increased by 
more than 300 percent compared 
to 2009, Loy says. 

“Obviously, people dine when 
they travel, but what we have seen 
is a significant growth in the num- 
ber of people wanting to learn a lit- 
tle bit more while they’re on vaca- 
tion,” he says. “People get exposed 
to the local culture by learning 
about the cuisine.” 

Our hyper-awareness about 
what we eat, how we eat it and 


where it comes from — as well as 
the rise of chef superstardom — 
makes it easier than ever to arrange 
a jaunt entirely around legendary 
dishes or landmarks. In fact, that 
makes it practically inexcusable 
not to, says Jeff Swedarsky, the 
founder of DC Metro Food Tours, 
which offers eatery crawls around 
Washington. 

If you’re not experiencing a city 
through your stomach, Swedar- 
sky says, “you’re missing out on 
a whole lot.”

Virginia Beach’s food scene “is all about being on the waterfront and having 
great seafood,” says Jeff Swedarsky of Coastal Food Tours (a branch of DC 
Metro Food Tours), which runs a Virginia Beach Boardwalk Food Tour ($59, 
Coastalfoodtours.com). One highlight: Waterman’s Surf side Grille (5th Street 
and Atlantic Avenue; 757-428-3644) showcases both fresh catches and 
ocean front vistas. The she-crab soup and seafood platters are satisfying eats 
after a long day in sun or surf. 


Just a block from the boardwalk, equally enticing entrees beckon — such as 
potato chip-encrusted mahi and scallops in a puff pastry “boat" — at TAUTOG’S 
(205 23rd St.; 757-422-0081). Tautog’s sister restaurant next door, DOC 
TAYLOR’S (207 23rd St.; 757-425-1960), specializes in all-day brunches. The 
$1.99 Old Bay-rimmed Bloody Marys and mimosas are beloved by vacationers 
and locals alike, says co-owner Bill Gambrell. “They're intended for people to be 
able to have more than one" while waiting for a table and eating, Gambrell says, 
“because, unfortunately — or maybe fortunately — it’s busy sometimes." 

No summer at the shore would be complete without old-fashioned saltwater 
taffy and peanut brittle. FORBES CANDiES (Forbescandies.com; three 
locations) sells 20 flavors of taffy. The 81-year-old company takes particular 
pride in its new 28th Street and Atlantic Avenue location, where a circa-1931 
machine churns out 1,800 pounds of taffy each week. 


Ocean City, Md. 

DRIVE TIME: 2 HOURS, 55 MINUTES FROM DOWNTOWN D.C. 

Sandwiched between Ocean City’s T-shirt shops and family 
arcades are a legion of snack vendors with devoted followings. 


Exhibit A; French fries from THRASHER’S (401 S. Boardwalk, 801 N. 
Boardwalk), a beachfront establishment since 1929. Fried in peanut oil, these 
taters are topped with salt and vinegar — no ketchup allowed. 

Exhibit B: Another boardwalk institution, DUMSER’S DAIRYLAND 
RESTAURANTS (Beach-net.com/dumsers) and ice cream parlors dish out soft- 
serve cones, hard ice cream, sundaes, milk shakes and floats. One unforgettable 
flavor: Hawaiian delight (vanilla ice cream dotted 
with cherries, pineapple and bananas).

N. Market St; 301-696-8658) and its 
confounding dishes, like “vegetable ash”- 
flavored goat cheese ravioli and mahi-mahi 
served with “forbidden rice” and “soy air.” 


Volt ’s goat cheese cake 

served alongside spiced 
vanilla ice cream and 
tiny orbs of D’anjou pear 
as part of the three- 
course prix fixe 
lunch menu. 


“When I was growing up, I always felt that 
Frederick could beconne a destination dining 
spot because of its unique downtown, that Main 
Street feel of North Market Street, and the fact 
that we are very close to D.C. and Baltinnore. It’s 
very accessible," says Voltaggio, who in 2012 plans 
to open restaurant and retail shop North Market 
Kitchen at 315 N. Market Street, and to launch a third 
restaurant in D.C.'s Chevy Chase Pavilion. 

Just a block from Volt, LEBHERZ OIL & VINEGAR EMPORIUM (214 N. 
Market St.; 301-228-3996) sells 50 blends of pour-your-own olive oils 
and balsamic vinegars. Owner Maggie Lebherz, a fifth-generation 
Frederick resident, believes her town's charm lies in its Old World 
atmosphere. “It’s kind of European in a way," she says. “I think that’s 
what people like about Frederick — you can come to these shops that 
have a few selections of things, but they’re really high-quality foods." 

Across the street, ZOE’S CHOCOLATE CO. (121A N. Market St.; 301- 
694-5882) sells artisanal chocolate in flavors such as apple pie and 
pear spice. A few blocks away, THE STONE HEARTH BAKERY (138 
N. East St.; 301-662-2338) is revered for its pastries and baguettes.

The intensely spicy “stupid wings" at Richmond pub and 
eatery CALIENTE (2922 Park Ave.; 804-340-2920) had 
a starring role in a 2010 episode of Travel Channel’s 
“Man V. Food." Lured by the challenge of eating eight 
of the wings (for which intrepid diners must sign a 
release form), host Adam Richman came, tasted — and 
conquered. “But he wasn’t happy afterward," says owner 
David Bender. Before the episode aired, one or two people 
ordered the wings per week. Now, Bender says, at least three 
people request them daily (though only about 15 percent of diners 
actually finish them). 


For those uninterested in testing the limits of their taste buds, 
BUZ & NED’S REAL BARBECUE (1119 N. Boulevard; 804- 
355-6055) is a welcoming stop. Featured on both “Man 
V. Food" and the Food Network’s “Throwdown! With 
Bobby Flay," the restaurant serves wood-smoked 
barbecue paired with sides such as macaroni and 
cheese, and collard greens. Owner Buz Grossberg 
doesn’t speak highly of his city’s food scene 
(“There’s not a great vibe like in other cities, when 
you go to parties and the first thing people start 
talking about is where they’ve eaten," he says). 
But he appreciates that Richmond’s reputation 
now precedes it: When people visit from afar, “it 
never ceases to amaze me — but it doesn’t surprise 
me anymore."

Film Review 

A case study in mourning, “The 
Tree” more or less follows psychi- 
atrist Elisabeth Kubler-Ross’ five 
stages of grief: denial, anger, bar- 
gaining, depression and acceptance. 
But its story takes a path that both 
a poet and an arborist could love. 
The central metaphor — a mas- 
sive, centuries-old fig tree, believed 
by a little girl to harbor the spirit 
of her dead father — is a tidy one. 
At first, the tree is a comfort, only

later becoming troublesome as its 
ancient, overspreading branches 
and choking roots begin to threat- 
en the girl’s house and family.

That’s largely thanks to grace- 
ful performances all around by the 
members of the talented ensem- 
ble cast. It’s led by young Morga- 
na Davies as Simone, whose way of 
dealing with the loss of her daddy is 
to imagine that his soul has migrat- 
ed into a tree in the yard of her rural 
Australian home; and Charlotte 
Gainsbourg as the widowed moth- 
er struggling to raise a headstrong 
daughter and three boys.

HARRY POTTER AND THE DEATHLY 
HALLOWS - PART 2 (PG-13, 130 min- 
utes) Picking up precisely where itsfirst 
installment left off, “Deathly Hallows 
— Part 2" finds Harry (Daniel Radcliffe) 
burying his dear friend Dobby, “A Free 
Elf," as the tombstone describes him, and 
setting off on yet another grim journey 
to find the Horcruxes containing tatters 
of Lord Voldemort’s soul and destroying 
them, the better to weaken and ultimately 
defeat the force of darkness also known 
as You Know Who.

Arena Stage makes a joyful return to ‘Oklahoma!’ 

Reprise of last year’s hit has same cast and same sparkle

That bright golden haze is [just as radiant 
second time around. 

“Oklahoma!,” the surprise autumn smash at 
Arena Stage, is back on the Fichandler stage 
for a summertime fling, looking as smart and 
sending out as many joyfully youthful vibes as it 
did for the run that inaugurated the company’s 
return to its near-magically transformed campus 
in Southwest Washington. 

The original multi-ethnic cast, which gave 
the seminal 1943 Rodgers and Hammerstein 
musical such a freshly illuminating face, has 
returned intact. Supported by the robust 
sound of a dozen musicians under the baton of 
George Fulginiti-Shakar, the voices, if anything, 
embrace that astonishing score with even more 
confidence and style. 

“The Surrey With the Fringe on Top,” that 
ditty your mom used to hum (when she was in 
a particularly good mood), gets some romantic 
swagger from Nicholas Rodriguez’s magnetically 
self-assured Curly. “Kansas City” becomes an 
energizing two- and clog-stepping showcase 
for choreographer Parker Esse and the superb, 
Broadway-ready Cody Williams as prairie dim 
bulb Will Parker. Eleasha Gamble’s becoming 
Laurey cloaks “People Will Say We’re in Love” 
in pure velvet. And the born comedian June 
Schreiner capitalizes on her natural gifts for the 
most expertly innocent version of Ado Annie’s “I 
Cain’t Say No” you are ever likely to hear. 

Speaking of repeat listens: Why doesn’t 
anyone explore the possibility of cast recordings 
of regional productions? Because this would 
be one worth owning. Maybe even in the MP3 
age the costs are prohibitive, but I’d bet that a 
significant percentage of the 600-plus people 
exposed nightly to Rodriguez and company 
would be sharing their R&H music files with 
friends. (Well, maybe they’d have to ask their 
kids how to do it.) 


The breakthrough of director Molly Smith’s 
production is in fusing the making-of-America 
ethos of “Oklahoma!” — set at the turn of the 20th 
century, before the territory achieved statehood 
— to a more modern understanding of how the 
country’s composition is utterly dynamic. Thus, 
Aunt Eller (an amusingly persnickety E. Faye 
Butler) and Laurey are black; Curly is played by 
a Latino; the lead cast and ensemble include 
other actors and dancers who are white, Asian 
American and African American. 

There is going on here the application of 
rose-colored eyewear: The only suggestion of 
hostility in this “Oklahoma!” of many colors — 
aside from the men who fight for Laurey, Curly 
and Aaron Ramey’s brooding farmhand Jud — is 
the pervasive rivalry between the farmers and 
cowmen. Otherwise, Smith maintains on thii 
evening a jaunty air, evoked most definitively bjf 
Rodriguez, whose Curly flashes devilish grini 


and appears for the longest time to take the 

challenging courtship of fearful, equivocating 
Laurey as a bit of sport on the range. 

His lightness of being is a useful segue as 
the first act spirals toward his smokehouse 
confrontation with Jud in the weird, mood- 
shifting number “Pore Jud Is Daid,” through 
which Curly tries to persuade his adversary 
that suicide would be an ennobling exit. Jud in 
Ramey’s portrayal is a seething menace, and 
though Jud is crucial to one of the musical’s 
motifs — the exotic sexual tensions generated 
by outsiders — Oscar Hammerstein II didn’t 
entirely solve the problem of how to give this 
creepy, unlikable character even a shred of 
humanity. 

Smith, with the help of Rodriguez and Ramey, 
at least manages to milk the self-conscious 
irony of “Jud Is Daid” so that we sense Curly’s 
beguiling ham-handedness. And set designer 
Eugene Lee comes up with an ingenious device 


for illuminating Jud’s vulgar earthiness: His dark 
lair rises out of the floor of the Fich’s theater in 
the round, as if he inhabits an easily accessible 
level of hell. 

This and the carnal turmoil conjured in Laurey’s 
haunting dream ballet — staged by Esse with 
both passion and coherence — are the only 
intimations of trouble on the Plains. The ominous 
aspects are trumped in Smith’s production by 
the sweeter ones, and so this “Oklahoma!” is 
more musical comedy than musical drama. (One 
cautionary note: Funny lines aren’t funnier just 
because they’re shouted. In fact, raised voices 
get muddier, a tendency creeping into some 
performances.) 

The zany romantic triangle of Will, Ado Annie 
and Ali Hakim, the Persian traveling salesman 
who likes to peddle more than the wares on his 
cart to the local ladies, sets the dominant tone 
here. Nehal Joshi makes for a divinely enjoyable 
Ali Hakim, infusing this genial huckster with equal 
parts charm and slyness. He’s a quintessential 
immigration story unto himself: the visitor 
who comes only to make a buck, but ends up 
stitched inexorably into the American quilt. 

That maker of other fine threads, Martin 
Pakledinaz, dresses the cast in the splendidly 
functional duds of pioneer culture, and Michael 
Gilliam’s lighting gives an ethereal pallor to 
Esse’s turbulent dream ballet. The bla nket 
illumination here is of the variety that allows] you
